HOW MOUNTAINS ARE FORMED 


Earth Crumples Up and Mskcs Great 


Hills Where Plains Once 


Lay. 


In the icjiion now occupied by the 


\Vusatch mountains a number o£ pai- 
allel faults wi-re developed close to- 
gether and the broken pieces of the 
earth's 
cru^t 
between 
Oieni 
were 


pushed up. the- rock* on one side ot 
each crack riding up over those on 
the other side until a great mountain 
range was formed where once lay a 
plain. During the lo*ig period of slow 
earth movement which made these 
mountains, flat-lying parallel beds of 
rock were locally turned ou edge, 
crumpled up and folded in a wonder- 
fully 
intricate manner. 
These up- 


turned and crumpled rocks are well ex- 
posed in Ogden canyon. The west face 
of the Wasatch ra:ige is believed to 
mark the plane of a normal fault at a 
nearly vertical crack iu the earth's 
crust, tl-.e rock< on the east side of 
which went down. The forces which 
have raised these mountains are still 
active, for movement along this fault 
has disturbed the surface recently.— 
United States Geolgical Survey.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to article 


IX of the Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the 


Senate and House of Representatives 
In General Assembly met. That the 
following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania be, and the 
lame is hereby, proposed, in accord- 
ance with the XVIII article thereof:— 


Section 16. The State, or any mu- 


nicipality thereof, acquiring or appro- 
priating property or rights over or in
